VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  principal  causes  of  death  were  heart  disease,  various  forms  of  cancer 
and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  Of  the  heazt  conditions  coronary 
disease  and  angina  were  the  most  frequent  single  causes  of  death.  The  corrected 
death  rate  for  the  Borough  was  17.26  per  1,000  residents  compared  with  13*89  in 
1965*  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  was  11.7* 

No  children  died  within  the  first  year  of  life  during  1966.

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year.

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GENSRAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


HOSFITALS : 


Infectious  disease  cases  are  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals  at  Cottingham, 
Bridlington  and  York. 

Most  maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Westwood  Maternity  Hospital, 
Beverley,  or  the  Seacroft  Maternity  Horne,  Withernsea. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES i 


Specimens  for  pathological  examination  are  sent  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Hull, 
but  bacteriological  and  biological  examinations  of  milk,  water  and  ice-cream  are 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Hull. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES : 


The  conveyance  of  all  cases  (including  infectious  disease)  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

CLINICS : 


Tuberculosis  - A chest  clinic  is  held  weekly  at  Coltman  Street,  Hull. 
Venereal  Disease  - A clinic  is  held  daily  at  the  Clinic,  Mill  Street,  Hull.
